To the Citizens of Acton: 


It is with pleasure that the Board of Selectmen submit this report to you. 

There are a few major projects that will be facing us in the near future. 
One is the operation of our landfill. Effective immediately - the only 
burning allowed at the landfill is trees, brush, paper, etc. Solid waste 
must be crushed and covered with soil. As we all know, this is a very poor 
utilization of land. Acton will be issueing permits (window stickers) for 
use of the landfill starting in the Spring of 1982. These permits will be 
made available at officers throughout the town - Town Clerk, Selectmen, 
etc. Announcement will be made through the news media. The purpose 
of permits is due to the more than double in increased cost of operation 
of the landfill. We must control authorized use of our landfill. The 
Finance Committee and Selectmen will be meeting through 1982 to 
hopefully come up with a recycling program for 1983. This will hopefully 
reduce our use of valuable land. 

We appreciate the work of the Building Committee in their fact finding 
meetings and proposals for expansion of municipal offices. 

Our Town highway responsibility will change on July 1, 1982. State 
Aid roads will be turned back to the Town as Town ways. The State 
D.O.T. will maintain Route 109 year ‘round, they will also be respon- 
sible for summer maintenance on State Aid #2 Milton Mills road and 
State Aid #5 Foxes Ridge road. All other State Aid roads will revert to 
Town ways. The result is 4.6 miles returned to the Town. We will be 
responsible for winter maintenance on all roads except Route 109. The 
first year we will be subsidized by the State in the amount of 
$12,000.00-$14,000.00. We shall not receive matching funds for State 
Aid nor winter maintenance. 

The Board of Assessors shall continue to visit your property each year 
to achieve valuation equity and ratios required by law. 

We wish to thank all the Municipals Officials and Committees in their 
help in running Town affairs. We look forward to continued success.

Dog licenses were due and payable January Ist. Owners of dogs must 
show that the dog has been immunized against rabies within two years, 
before they can be licensed. 

The Municipal Officers shall within the month of April issue a warrant 
to the constable directing him to proceed forthwith and enter complaint 
and summons to court the owners or keeper of any unlicensed dog. 

Before entering such complaint the constable shall call on the owner of 
such dog and demand payment. If the owner pays such license fee, he 
shall pay in addition thereto the officer’s fee of $4.00. 

A suitable tag showing the year such license is issued must be worn 
securely attached to a leather or metal collar which must be worn at all 
times by the dog, for which the license was issued, and it shall be 
unlawful for any person to remove such tag or to place either collar or 
tag on any dog not described or for which the license was not issued.

During 1981, your ambulance responded to 74 emergency calls. Of 
this, two people were transported to Maine Medical Center in Portland 
and one person to Portsmouth City Hospital in Portsmouth, NH. 


Fifty of the calls were in Acton, and twenty-four were in Shapleigh. 


It has become evident that this service is vital and necessary for the 
care and preservation of life. 


In May of 1980 concerned people of Acton formed the Acton 
Ambulance Association, a non-profit organization registered with the 
State of Maine, elected officers, and formed committees to raise money 
and start training for E.M.T.’s and advanced first aiders. 


Due to the hard conscientious work of the people of Acton and their 
friends, we were able to purchase and fully equip an ambulance and have 
available fully trained personnel. 


Your association will continue to raise funds in 1982 in order to 
maintain our present vehicle and equipment and to plan for the purchase 
of a new ambulance, at some future time. It should be realized that our 
vehicle is seven years old and within a few short years will need to be 
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replaced. Replacement cost will be somewhere between thirty-five and 
forty-five thousand dollars. We must start to plan ahead. 


During 1981 your association retired all of it’s outstanding loans 
through the hard work and conscientious efforts of it’s membership and 


friends. 


Again, thanks to all of the people who helped in this endeavor, and we 
will need and appreciate your continuing support.

Dog licenses are due and payable January 1, on all dogs six 
months old or at such time that a dog becomes six months of age. A 
valid rabies certificate from a Maine Veterinarian must be 
presented. Maine will not accept rabies certificates from any other 
state. For dogs that have been spayed or neutered, a certificate 
denoting same must be presented. 


A rabies clinic will be held in March at the Acton Fire Station for 
all dogs and cats requiring immunization this year. The Town Clerk 
will be present to license dogs whose owners desire to do so. 


Owners of dogs not licensed by April 30th will receive a written 
notice giving them ten days to comply with the law. All owners 
whose dogs have not been licensed by June Ist will be summonsed to 
court.

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REPORT OF THE 1981-1982 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND CITIZENS OF THE 
TOWN: | 


The year 1981 was another year that straddled parts of two school 
years. One part saw the end of a school year that resulted in student 
accomplishments that introduced the other part with optimism for a 
continuation of that progress. In September, 1981, the children 
enrolled in kindergarten represented the first group to have the best 
chance to complete their elementary education without experiencing 
double grades in a classroom. Presently, it appears, the most such 
experiences a child will experience will be four out of the nine years 
enrolled in the Acton Elementary School. This progress, although 
slow, means. teachable student-teacher ratios with more 
homogeneous groups for an effective learning environment. 


With the continued support from Acton citizens, your school can 
not only concentrate just on the basic skills - the traditional three 
R’s: Reading, ‘Riting and ‘Rithmetic but the greater challenge of 
preparing Acton children for a more complicated, competitive, 
demanding world. The expansion of school experiences to include: 
MEME, has allowed for children to discover themselves and to set 
personal goals. One who observes the daily activities of these 
children can witness the confidence and positive attitudes that have 
been developing. A combination of appropriate curriculums and 
healthy attitudes gives optimism for maximum learning with little 
fear for the negative distractions that undermines personal con- 
fidence. This is very important when one understands that about 
twenty percent of our school age children are from homes with one 
parent or guardian. 


I am pleased to report the professional staff continues to be 
involved in in-service programs to improve curricula content and 
teaching procedures. Three new teachers replaced three who left us 
and one of our teachers with special training and certification helped 
us initiate a special class for exceptional children who require 
individual attention. 


In spite of reduced federal and state funding, the food service and 
meals according to the students are ‘‘super.”’ 


The 1981-1982 year has been most enjoyable for all of us who 
serve the citizens and children of Acton. We have been encouraged 
by the support and confidence given us by the taxpayers approval of 
funds to continue our efforts to improve. Acton’s elementary school 
is good, but it is not perfect! You know that ...and so do we. 
There are problems, and the fact is that we are trying. We intend to 
keep you informed. We need your ideas, and suggestions. Working 
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together, we can make our school even better. We are good and 
getting better. 


For me it has been a pleasant experience to serve the Town of 
Acton another year. This has been made possible by the patience 
and support of your school board members: my assistant, Linda 
Jowett; Mrs. Priscilla Goodwin, Principal; and in particular, the 
entire staff who have been most helpful as we worked together. I am 
grateful to them all.

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BUILDING COMMITTEE 
REPORT 


The Building Committee, as a result of its study, has found that the 
demands on Town Officials have grown over the years. The increased 
demands result from both a growing population in town and the increas- 
ing demands being placed on local government by state and national 
governments. 


We find population growth projections difficult to make. Based upon 
the last 10 years population growth, there are compelling reasons to 
project continued rapid growth. The increasing costs of construction and 
transportation could significantly reduce the growth rate in the future. 
The extension of the Spaulding Turnpike may have a large impact on 
growth in the south side of town. 


We believe that regardless of the national or state philosophy of 
government, that intergovernmental demands on local government are 
likely to grow. 


We have been conservative in recommending expenditures for new 
construction. Our recommendations for new construction reflect our 
uncertainty with respect to the growth rate of the town. The specific 
recommendations made by the committee are provided in part IV of our 
report. The committee has made an effort to make recommendations 
which allow for construction expansion beyond its recommendations. 


We have made numerous recommendations for maintenance or minor 
improvement of existing municipal structures. The recommendations are 
contained in Part I of the report for consideration by the Selectmen. Re- 
pair of the Lincoln School has been made a specific recommendation of 
the committee because of the cost and the urgency of the work. 


It is the committee’s intent that the recommended town garage be built 
at the existing gravel pit. The recommendation is based on the following 
considerations. The location is 

1. reasonably accessible to both road commissioners; 

2. one where salt can be stored without threat to ground water; 

3. remote from homes so that the operation of equipment at all 
hours does not cause undue disturbance to neighbors; 

4. not contributing to the loss of tax base; 

5. reasonably secure. 


The demands on the road commissioners have grown and will continue 
to grow because 
1. more residents are working out of town and must commute; 
2. much new development has occurred in the more remote sections 
of town; 
3. development of camp roads will continue. 
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We believe that the town should provide a secure and accessible garage 
for the storage and maintenance of town equipment and privately owned 
equipment when that equipment is being used at the gravel pit. 


The committee believes that the town requires modern office and 
meeting space now, and that the recommended space will prove adequate 
for the next ten yers. 


We recommend that new land and office space be provided at or near 
the existing town hall site after consideration of the following: 

1. office space should be centrally located in town; 

2. duplication of such facilities as parking, sewage disposal, water 
supply and meeting space should be kept to a minimum; 

3. offices should be located at a highly visible site for security 
reasons; 

4. abandonment of the existing site may result in the town letting 
the existing buildings deteriorate from lack of maintenance. 


We considered proposals to add meeting and office space to the 
existing fire house. The advantages of such a proposal are that heating 
would only have to be provided for one building, and plumbing facilities 
could be in common. The committee does not recommend expansion of 
this sort for the following reasons: 

1. the relatively high fire risk of the fire station; 

2. lack of security of the fire station; 

3. possible limiting effect on use of the building for future expansion 
of emergency services; 

4. different heating requirements of the two areas substantially 
reduce the possible heating savings. 


The committee considered several other options to provide the needed 
office space within existing buildings, including the dividing up of Town 
Hall into offices. Each of these options was rejected for a variety of 
reasons. 


The committee recommends that the needed office space be provided 
by either of the following options: 

1. build an addition to the existing Town Hall and library, joining 
the two structures at the rear. 
Additional land behind the existing buildings must be acquired 
for parking and sewage. 

2. purchase the Mullins property and renovate the house for offices 
and meeting space. 


The second option provides several acres of additional land for 
municipal building expansion beyond that recommended by the 
committee. 


The committee believes that additional space and facilities are required 
at the fire station. The committee has attempted to assure that adequate 
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land is available for future expansion and for sewage disposal at the site. 
We have not prepared plans and cost estimates for fire house expansion 
and for sewage disposal at the site because we believe that the fire 
department is best equipped to plan its expansion. The committee does 
believe that facilities required by emergency service people during 
emergencies should be separate from other municipal space. The 
principle reason for this is that wah ie required by emergency people 
cannot be secure.

PRELIMINARY BUILDING 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


Intreduction: 


This preliminary report is the result of work to date completed by the 
Building Committee appointed by the selectmen as authorized by the 
town vote on Article 5 of the 1981 town warrant. 


This preliminary report presents needs as established by the committee. 
The preliminary report is presented in three parts. 


Part I of the report is a summary of the condition of existing town 
structures with recommendations for their maintenance. 


Part II of the report is the committee assessment of needs for new or 
substantially improved buildings. 


Part III of the report provides additional information on needs as 
perceived by various town Officers. 


Part IV of this report will contain specific building recommendations 
with cost estimates. Part IV will be completed by the committee after the 
committee receives public comment on the preliminary report. 


Part I 
Existing Town Buildings 


Lincoln School 
Tractor Shed at sand pile 
Fire Station 
Central School (Library & Selectmen’s Office) 
Town Hall 
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LINCOLN SCHOOL 

The building is a 22’ x 28’ unaltered old school house of possible 
historic value to the town. It is now used by 4H as a meeting hall. The 
building is located in a small undevelopable lot and is relatively isolated. 
In the past it has been vandalized. 


Structurally the building is in good condition except for the sill on the 
south wall which is rotted. The wall has buckled about 3’’. The building 
contains no plumbing. It does have an open pit privy facilities. The 
electrical system is in reasonably serviceable condition. Heating is by 
wood. The chimney is in usable condition; however, it is a bracket 
mounted type, unlined, and has no cleanout. The roof of the building is 
in good repair. The building windows require glazing. Foundation 
stonework in some locations around the building has heaved. 


The building requires the following immediate repair to prevent 
further deterioration: 
1. Replace sill - excavate soil along southern wall 
2. Glaze windows 


The building requires the following maintenance in the forseeable 
future: 
1. Chimney work 
2. Straighten foundation stones 


The committee believes that the town should repair or sell the building. 


TOWN GARAGE 

The building is approximately 20’ x 24’ wood frame structure on a 
poured concrete foundation. The building is now used to store the town’s 
D-6 plow and other town equipment. The building is unheated and 
without plumbing facilities. Electricity is provided by a diesel generator 
located in the building. A series of shed structures for storage of 
snowfence, salt, etc. are attached to the building. Road Commissioners 
in the past have used the structure to store equipment for loading road 
sand. The building and equipment have in the past been vandalized. 


Concern has been expressed that vandals could readily set fire to the 
building. 


TOWN HALL 

The Town Hall is a 26’ x 53’ wood frame structure in good condition. 
The building is equipped with kitchen facilities including hot and cold 
running water. The building is equipped with open pit privy facilities and 
is wood heated. | 


As the only large meeting hall to town readily available to groups at 
little or no cost or inconvenience to the town, the building serves many 
groups. For this reason, the committee believes the hall should not be 
altered in a way that would reduce the available space. 
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The major disadvantages of the structure are: 
1. Lack of modern toilet facilities 
2. The kitchen water must be turned off during the winter 
3. The long period of time required to heat the building for use 
during the winter 


The committee recommends that the grade be lowered and a drainage 
be dug on the up hill side of the building to eliminate sill rot. The grade 
should be lowered to a minimum of 8’’ below wood, and drainage should 
provide runoff to the back of the building. 


The kitchen waste water disposal system in this building is illegal. 


CENTRAL SCHOOL 
(LIBRARY & SELECTMEN’S OFFICE) 

Central School is a 24’ x 36’ wood frame structure now divided 
approximately *%4 for library use and % for selectmen’s offices. The 
building is in good condition. The building has no running water. The 
building does have an oil-fired central heating system. The building 
contains a vault for safe storage of town records. 


The heating system is extremely inefficient in that heat is provided at 
the ceiling level and not at the floor level. Consequently, the floor level is 
very cold while the ceiling level gets very warm. No insulation or storm 
windows are installed. 


FIRE STATION 

The fire station is a relatively new masonary and wood frame structure 
in good condition. The building is equipped with running water and an 
oil-fired central heating system. The building does not have toilet 
facilities. 


With respect to the maintenance of the existing structure, the 
committee recommends the following: 

1. The committee urgently recommends that a fireproof enclosure 
be constructed around the furnace 

2. Consideration should be given to up grading the level of 
insulation in the building 

3. The electrical system grounding should be improved to eliminate 
the burning out of battery charging equipment 


ACTON CORNER TOWN BLDG. COMPLEX-SITE 
The existing building site is very small. Any work done at the site 
should include provisions for sewage disposal and adequate parking. 


Additional off street parking to accommodate 40 to 50 cars should be 
considered a minimum. 


A sewage system to serve these buildings is subject to the following 
conditions: 
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1. An absorption system is required 

2. The original slope of land on which the system is built be not 
more than 15 ft. in 100 ft. 

3. Approximately 5 ft. of good drainage soil is required on the site. 
Three feet (3 ft.) of this soil may be fill. Fifteen inches (15 inches) 
of inorganic loose soil must occur naturally on site

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Discussion with each officer centered on three questions. 
1. What were the current needs of their office? 
2. What did they expect the needs of their office would be in 10 
years? 
3. What did they expect the town’s needs (considering all offices) 
would be in 10 years? 


The opinion of the committee is based on discussions with the town 
officers. In addition the committee solicited opinions from various other 
groups such as the fire auxiliary and extension. 


It is the opinion of the committee that the town needs centrally located 
office space. The office space should contain modern plumbing and 
heating facilities. Office space should include space for the selectmen, 
town clerk, tax collector, treasurer, plus meeting and file space for the 
planning board and finance committee. 


The committee is of this opinion because it believes it to be an 
unreasonable and costly burden on office holders to devote parts of their 
homes to town business. Further the committee believes few people are 
willing to open their homes to the public to conduct town business. 
Finally the committee believes a well maintained central office space is a 
more secure location for town records than having those records located 
in individual homes. 


The committee is of the opinion that a secure and fire proof enclosure 
should be constructed to house the town’s D-6. The machine is old and 
infrequently used, but it is an invaluable asset to the town when needed. 
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The cost of replacing the machine could not be justified. 


The committee is of the opinion that modern toilet facilities should be 
provided at the town hall. The committee is of the opinion that the 
kitchen in the town hall should be made usable year round for use by 
extension, women’s auxiliary, and other groups. 


The committee is of the opinion that the town should provide an 
additional bay at the fire station to house the ambulance and that the 
town should provide office space for the Fire Chief and Ambulance 
Association. 


The needs described above are conservative projections of needs over 
the next 5-10 years. It is the committee’s intent that the needs described 
should be met over a 3 year period. The committee does not believe that 
it can reasonably project building needs beyond 10 years. 


The committee does believe that the acqisition of land in the Acton 
corner area to meet future needs is in the town’s interest. 
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SELECTMEN 

The principle functions of the selectmen are tax assessing and 
administration of the town warrant. An incidental function of the 
selectmen is to provide information to members of the public about the 
town. 


The selectmen conduct public weekly business meetings in the 
selectmen’s office. Business conducted at other times is conducted from 
the home office of the head selectmen. Typing is controlled by the 
selectmen and performed in a private home. 


Current space requirements for the selectmen include space for a large 
work table, a desk, vault space, file cabinet space, and meeting space. 
The selectmens office meets all requirements except for meeting space. 
The current office can accommodate about 3 members of the public in 
addition to the selectmen. Meetings can be moved to town hall but during 
the winter the building must be heated first. 


FIRE DEPT. 

The existing 4 bay building houses 6 pieces of equipment including the 
ambulance. Two pieces of equipment are stored off site. The building is 
extremely crowded with equipment inside. The fire equipment cannot be 
moved outside for extended periods during the winter because of possible 
freezing damage. 


Current space needs for the fire department include meeting, training 
space, and space for equipment maintenance, office space for the Fire 
Dept. and Ambulance Assoc. Because the building is virtually open 24 


met 


hrs. a day, the department requires a secure area within the building for 
the storage of tools and equipment. 


Future space needs of the department include space for a light 4 WD 
pickup type utility truck. 


Fire protection for the Acton Ridge area could be substantially 
improved by stationing a pumper on the Ridge. Newfield has expressed 
an interest in providing fire protection of this area as a joint venture 
between Acton ana Newfield. The stationing of equipment in this area 
would require a new building. 


TREASURER 

The office of the treasurer currently is in a private home. Current 
space requirements for the treasurer include space for desk, file cabinet, 
and small safe. The space is used for about 15 hours each week to 
perform the job of treasurer. 


TAXCOLLECTOR, TOWN CLERK, REGISTRAR OF VOTERS 
Traditionally, in Acton, the three positions have been held by one 
person. The positions are separate and can be held by separate persons. 


The position of tax collector involves billing and receipt of property 
taxes and auto, snowmobile, etc. registration. The town clerk is respon- 
sible for hunting and fishing licenses, marriage licenses, dog licenses, 
election supplies, and the storage of election ballots. The registrar of 
voters keeps the voting list updated and registers new voters. 


The positions require the keeping of scheduled office hours. Office 
space requirements are about 15 x 20 ft. 


CHAIRMAN SCHOOL COMMITTEE 

The all purpose room at the school is available for use by the public 
with permission of the school committee. The kitchen facilities are not 
available for use by the public. At this time the room is divided into 
classrooms. 


The committee believes that users of the all purpose room should pay 
custodian fees for preparations and clean up of the room. 


Part IV 
Specific Recommendations 


Parts I, II, and III of the Building Committee Report were presented 
to the Town at a Public Hearing held September 30, 1981. Part IV of the 
report is a result of that hearing and subsequent committee meetings. 

The Committee recommends the following: 


1. Lincoln School: The,Committee recommends repair of the sill 
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and excavation of soil along the south wall of the building. 
COST: $2800 


2. Town Garage: The Committee recommends construction of a 
24’ x 24’ vendal-proof and fireproof shed to house the D-6 and 
other town equipment. 


COST: $16,000 


3. Town Office Space: The Committee recommends that the Town 
provide modern office space for the Selectmen, Treasurer, Town 
Clerk, and Tax Collector. The Committee recommends that the 
Town provide modern meeting and file space for the Finance 
Committee, Planning Board, etc. The Committee recommends 
that the needed office space be provided at or near the existing 
town building complex. The Committee recommends that addit- 
ional parking space be provided. 


The Committee recommends that the office space needs be met by 
one of the following options: 


a. Construct a 24’ x 54’ addition to the existing Town Hall 
and Selectmen’s Office (Central School) providing three 
offices. This option will join the two buildings to form a U. 
This option is recommended only with the purchase of a 
minimum of 4/10 acre in back of the existing buildings 
for parking and sewage disposal. 


COST: $48,000 


b. Purchase of the Mullins property at Acton Corner and 
renovation of the existing structure for offices. 


4. Fire Station: The Committee recommends that the Town add one 
bay to the Fire Station to house the ambulance. The Committee 
recommends that any addition should include toilet facilities, 
maintenance and training space and office space for the Fire 
Department and the Ambulance Association.

DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year's operations showed that a net departmental balance 
of $746.55 was lapsed to surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $3,139.60 
Overdrafts 2,393.05 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 746.55 


Unexpended balances in the lien charges and interest and road accounts 
Sless tax abatements were the major factors contributing to the net 
unexpended balance lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial statements: 


ASSETS. . , .The general cash balance was $43,467.04. The bank balance 
used in reconciling this account was confirmed by the depository. 


The general fund investment of $54,151.21 was on deposit in a savings 
account with Depositors Trust Company, Springvale, Maine, 


Taxes receivable totaling $40,165.76 represented 1980 accounts of 
$39,683.76 and prior year delinquent accounts of $482,00. Tax liens 
and tax acquired property totaled $10,261.70 and $896,82 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS, . . .Current liabilities consisted 
of an accounts payable of $1,400.00 which represented an amount due 
the contractor for the Elementary School building addition, 


Unexpended departmental account balances of $103,079.10 were carried 
forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements 
and/or voter authority. 


State revenue sharing funds of $3,482.92 were carried forward pending 
further financial activity. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $40,980.51 a net increase of 
P21, ete 40s “Thas change was occasioned principally by the net 
unexpended departmental balance, the unexpended school account balance 
as of July 1, 1980 and interest on investments. 
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SPECIAL REVENUE FUND. . . .Federal revenue sharing funds of $29,506.27 
were on deposit in a savings account with Depositors Trust Company, 
Springvale, Maine at the end of the fiscal year, 


Unappropriated funds of $29,506.27 were available for allocation by 
the townspeople, 


Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $20,661.02 were 
available at February 1, 1980. Entitlement payments and interest 
earnings of $27,835.00 and $1,010.25 respectively were credited to 
the fund. Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $20,000.00 
were allocated for public transportation purposes, 


DEBT FUND. . . elhe debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects notes payable of $281,777.40 which are 
to be retired during the ensuing ten years. 


TRUST FUNDS. . . .The trust fund principals totaled $1,100.00 and 
unexpended income was $2,050.02 at January 31, 1981. These funds 
were invested in time deposits with the Depositors Trust Company, 
Springvale, Maine. 


GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue and overlay for miscellaneous expenditures 
was voter authorized. The townspeople also authorized the use of 
federal revenue sharing funds for public transportation, Transfers 

from the miscellaneous account to various operating accounts was also 
voter authorized. 


RECOMMENDATIONS, . . ethe following recommendations, which would aid 
materially in keeping audit costs at a minimum, are worthy of con- 
sideration: 


It is recommended that the treasurer's checkbook 
balance be reconciled monthly with the statements 
furnished by the depository. The treasurer's 
cash balance should be reconciled periodically 
with the general ledger. 


Trial balances should be taken of the general 
ledger at least monthly. 


It is also recommended that the tax collector 
make a reconciliation of outstanding tax accounts 
and compare with the general ledger cmtrol 
periodically.
